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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the communications filed 1-27-08. 

Claims 1 -4, 6-8, 10, 11, 14-16, 25-31 are pending in the instant application. 

Claims 7, 25-29, and SEQ ID Nos. other than SEQ ID NO. 8 and other than the 
intron subsequence comprising nucleotides 9015-10,641 of SEQ ID NO. 8, are 
withdrawn from examination, as being drawn to non-elected inventions. 

Claims 1 -4, 6, 8, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 4-1 6, 30 and 31 have been examined on their merits as 
set forth below. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1-27-08 
has been entered. 

Response to Arguments and Amendments 

Withdrawn Rejections 
Any rejections not repeated in this Office action are hereby withdrawn. 
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New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 16 depends from claim 14, which claims a single nucleic acid molecule. 
Claim 16, however, encompasses a kit comprising the single nucleic acid molecule of 
claim 14, as well as a plurality of nucleic acid molecules. It is unclear, however, what is 
encompassed by this "plurality of nucleic acid molecules." The metes and bounds of 
the claimed invention cannot be determined. 

Appropriate clarification is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6, 10 appear free of the prior art searched and of record. 

Claims 8, 1 1 , 1 4, 1 5, 30 and 31 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: They recite or depend from claims that recite and/or encompass 
additional intronic sequences, other than the elected intronic subsequence comprising 
nucleotides 9015-10,641, which additional intronic sequences (particular subsequences 
of SEQ ID NO. 8) have been withdrawn from examination as being drawn to non- 
elected inventions. 
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Appropriate correction is required.
